FOUL PLAY IS SUSPECTED

that at the time the child was born 
no physician had been In attendance 
and for this reason there is every in­ 
dication to justify the suspicion that 
it was murdered and thrown In the 
ditch where It was found. 
No evidence could be seemed by the 
coroner to throw any light on the mys­ 
terious case and no verdict was ren­ 
dered. 
A thorough investigation wilt 
be made before the coroner gives a 
decision.

LITTLE HOPE OF SAVING LIVES. 


Only 24 Out of 133 Were Known to 


Be Out of Danger—Reason of Ex* 


plosion 
Unknown—Details of the 


Accident Were Meagre. 


Vancouver, B. C., May 24.—On© of 
the most terrible mine disasters in 
the history of the frequent accidents 
in British Columbia occurred T hurs­ 
day night in the Crow’s Nest Coal 
I 
company’s mines 
at 
Fernie, B. C. 
Over IOO men are either dead or im­ 
prisoned in the mine, and little hope 
is entertained of rescuing any who 
may yet be alive. Fernie is 300 miles 
up country and the limited telegraph 
I 
facilities have not enabled complete 
details of the disaster to be sent out. 
A special last night from Fernie, 
in part, says th a t the explosion took 
place Thursday night at 7:30. 
The 
m anagement has a list of 133 men 
who are known to have been in the 
mine and there were probably others. 
Of these only 24 are known to be 
safe. 
It is feared that few, if any, of 
th e remaining 109 are now alive. 
WTbat caused the explosion had not 
I 
yet been definitely ascertained. Many 
of the miners were ignorant foreign­ 
ers and one of the mine shafts was 
aiw ain more or less gaseous. 
It was 
reported in Fernie last evening that 
the explosion resulted from the use 
by a careless Italian of an open or 
naked lamp.

th a t a miner struck a match, explod­ 
ing the gas, which was almost always 
present in No. 2 sh a ft 
The 
true 
cause of the disaster will probably 
not be positively ascertained, for it is 
doubtful if any man who knows will 
ever reach the outer air alive or be 
able to tell the tale.

took place in No. 2 shaft of the mine, 
being repeated in a few seconds in 
No. 3, with which it was connected. 
The scenes at the mines and in the 
village of Fernie were heartrending 
yesterday.

Philippine queston, his purpose being 
to show that it would be a disadvant­ 
age to the people of this country to 
retain the islands. W hatever of profit 
there might be in them, 
he 
said, 
would 
accrue to a few 
capitalists, 
who, by their development of the re­ 
sources of the archipelago 
through 
cheap labor, would come into compe­ 
tition with 
the agriculturists 
and 
m anufacturers of the United States 
in the m arkets of the world. 
This 
governm ent’s activity in the Philip 
pines also would serve 
to 
arouse 
China from her lethargy, and, once 
aroused, the dragon would devour the 
trade of the world. 
An earnest and forcible reply to 
Mr. Dit>ois was made by Mr. Bever­ 
idge, of' Indiana, who contended that 
the development of China's resources 
would be of advantage in trade and 
commerce to the United States, as 
the industrial development of other 
nations had been.

If they get work It Is at 
small wage or salary, they m ust live 
in cheap boarding houses, pass from 
them to cheap tenem ents If they have 
the courage to marry, And m ore and 
m ore that their position 
is one of 
anxious dependence, and that the Im­ 
aginary charm s of city life disappear 
to leave nothing hut the depressing 
reality of buildings jammed together 
to the exclusion of light and air, *>f 
an all-pervading noise and dirt, of a 
routine which gives little but a bare 
subsistence in the present and holds 
out no promise for the future. 
In the 
vast m ajority of cases such m ust be 
the result, and while country life may 
have some serious draw backs it is 
plain that thousands of young men 
would

There was present at this 
meeting the old-time religion, tho old- 
time songs the forefathers sang, and 
these were sung by many of tho first 
settlers in Foulkstown. 
The first 
white settler in this section of the 
county was Cyrus Morgan, In 1792. He 
was followed by John Quinn, who lived 
in a small log cabin located near the 
present site of No. 9 school 
house. 
John Hoy followed these two settlers 
and with Enos Thomas settled near In 
1798. Between 1791 and 1798 a num­ 
ber of persons came from Virginia, 
but who they were probably not a per­ 
son In this section of the county can 
tell now. 
The matter of the construction of a 
church was taken ap after Rev. Messrs. 
Scott. McCardy. McMillan, 
Marqnia 
and other ministers 
had

Foulkstown after a great revival In 
Western Pennsylvania. 
These 
men 
visited St. Clair township and held 
open air meetings. 
It Is said that at 
the first camp-meeting a goodly num­ 
ber were present and that the religion 
preached to them by tho 
Rev.

Hughes was of a telling and lasting 
nature. Rev. Mr. Hughes came from 
Pennsylvania.

town must have been when 102 years 
ago a little band of people gathered 
under a large maple tree in the center 
of the little hamlet and lifted their 
voices to God in song and prayer, re­ 
sulting in the formation of what is now 
known throughout entire eastern Ohio 
as “Long’s Run Presbyterian Church.”

now known throughout the county as 
the Benjamin Fisher, Sr., farm. 
The 


fngly increased. The first settled pas­ 
tor of this new 
church 
was 
Rev. 
Clement L. Vallandingham, father of 
a man whoso record Is only too well 
known to the residents of this state 
for his actions during the civil war. 
He was installed as pastor of this 
church in 1806 or 1807. 
He also pre­ 
sided over a church at Lisbon, which 
had been organized bot a short time, 
and labored faithfully for both charges 
until 1817, when he devoted his work 
to the upbuilding of his Lisbon church. 
He was noted 
for 
his 
methodical 
promptness, fulfilling every 
appoint­ 
ment ever made. It has been said, 
and with a degree of pride, that the 
pastor, in doing his work for the St. 
Clair 
township 
church, 
when 
the 
streams were high, swam them with 
his horse quite frequently and always 
arrived in time to keep his appoint­ 
ments. 
When Rev. Mr. Vallandigham com­ 
menced his work in this county the 
combined membership at first of these 
two charges was but 45, and that was 
during the year 1808. From that time 
until 1817 the membership 
of 
both 
churches had been Increased to about 
261 persons, which was considered a 
wonderful congregation in those days. 
There was a period of four years that 
these churches was without a pastor, 
between 1817 and 1821. 
During the early part of 1821 Rev. 
William Reid was sent to look after 
the welfare of these Christian people, 
and well did ho serve them. 
He re­ 
mained as pastor of this church at 
Calcutta from 1821 until 1819, a space 
of 28 years. 
There still reside in 
this 
county 


that year, Rev. Robert Hays assumed 
tho charge. 
Thera were then fears 
expressed that the cbsrch would be 
traced to dissolve, but not so. 
The 
new pastor took hold of the work with 
a will, and within the short space of 
three and one-half years, 
and 
with 
other churches Increasing their mem­ 
bership, the Calcutta church had rolled 
up a membership of 90. The work of 
this pastor is only rooent history to 
the older residents of Calcutta, who 
still take delight In telling of their 
old pastor’s hard work to

It might be well to remark 
here, that children of Rev. Mr. Hays 
are now residents near and members 
of the Bethel Presbyterian congrega­ 
tion.

The church Is built of brick, and like 
ail churshes outside of a busy city, 
has the appearance of recent erection, 
although It was built in ISM. 
There is a large flagstone walk lead­ 
ing to the church, whloh is laid to 
some extent outside the old-fashioned 
fence which completely surrounds the 
building.

From the grave stones, it is a hard 
m atter to ascertain exactly who was

as many of the stones have crumbled 
so much 
that the letters are invisi­ 
ble. 
One of the earliest graves marked 
by a headstone that can be read Is that 
of Samuel, the lo-months-old child of 
Samuel and Isabelle Huston, who died 
May 8, 1817. The gravestone, while 
very old, is exceedingly well preserv­ 
ed, although tho mark of time is fast 
becoming visible. 
Another old grave Is that marked by 
a stono bearing tho following: 
“In memory of Eva Rauch, who de­ 
parted this life November 26, 1834, 
aged 70 years.” Then appears the fol­ 
lowing, which is quite readable: 
"Remember, friends, as you pass by, 
Ae you are now, so one© was I;

Snyder, the present 
pastor 
of 
the 
church, is doing his best to gather as 
much of the early history as is possi­ 
ble. 
Tradition says that at the old cross 
roads in 1800, 
in 
Foulkstown, now 
known as Calcutta, a sort of a camp- 
m eeting was held under a large tree, 
and on this date a sermon was preach­ 
ed to those present 
by 
Rev. 
Mr. 
Hughes. 
There was present at this 
m eeting the old-time religion, tho old- 
tim e songs the forefathers sang, and 
these were sung by many of the first 
settlers in 
Foulkstown. 
The 
first 
white settler in this section of the 
county was Cyrus Morgan, in 1792. Ile 
was followed by John Quinn, w'ho lived 
in a sm all log cabin located near the 
present site of No. 9 school 
house. 
John Hoy followed these two settlers 
and with Enos Thomas settled near In 
1798. 
Between 1791 and 1798 a num­ 
ber of persons came from Virginia, 
but who they were probably not a per­ 
son in this section of the county can 
tell now. 
The m atter of the construction of a 
church was taken np after Rev. Messrs. 
Scott, McCnrdy, 
McMillan, 
Marquis 
and other m inisters 
had 
come 
to 
Foulkstown after a great revival in 
W estern Pennsylvania. 
These 
men 
visited S t Clair township and held 
open air meetings. 
It is said th at at 
the first camp-meeting a goodly num­ 
ber were present and th at the religion 
preached to them by the 
Rev. 
Mr. 
Hughes was of a telling and lasting 
nature. 
Rev. Mr. Hughes cam e from 
Pennsylvania. After the campraeeting 


church was built at Long's Run. north­ 
west of Foulkstown and near Cannon's 
Mills. This little building was used 
for preaching purposes for a few years 
in the winter time, the open air m eet­ 
ly l ings being held in the summer, after 
which it was removed to the Tucker, 
now Fisher, farm. 
The elders of the 
first church in the county were Sam­ 
uel Marquis and Eben Miller 
Among the prominent members of 
this little hand of 
worshipers 
was 
William Foulk, at 
that tim e consid­ 
ered one of the wealthiest residents of 
the county, if not the wealthiest, and 
from the fact that he had much prop­ 
erty in that section of St. Clair town­ 
ship that the good people named the 
hamlet Foulktown. Believing firmly in 
that saying of the Scriptures. “A city 
that is built upon a hill cannot be hid." 
Mr. Foulk donated ground upon which 
to build a permanent church. 
After 
its com pletion the building could be 
seen for miles. 
Today itc site is that 
of the Long's Run Presbyterian church 
although it is quite a few miles from 
Ixmg’s Run, the location of the first 
and original church to be built in that 
section. 
On this lofty plateau a log cabin 
church was built, which served it*- 
purpose well for many rears. In fact 
from ISH) to 1810.

In a few days the descendants of that 
little band of people will be told of the 
battles that the little church has seen

The first settled pas­ 
tor of this new 
church 
was 
Rev. 
Clement L. Vallandingham, father of 
a man whose record is only too well 
known to the residents of this state 
for his actions during tho civil war. 
He was installed as pastor of this 
church in 1806 or 1807. 
He also pre­ 
sided over a church a t Lisbon, which 
had been organized but a short time, 
and labored faithfully for both charges 
until 1817, when he devoted his work 
to the upbuilding of his Lisbon church. 
He was noted 
for 
his 
methodical 
promptness, fulfilling every 
appoint­ 
m ent ever made. 
It has 
been 
said, 
and with a degree of pride, th at the 
pastor, in doing his work for the St. 
Clair 
township 
church, 
when 
the 
stream s were high, swam them with 
his horse quite frequently and alw-ay3 
arrived in time to keep his appoint­ 
ments. 
When Rev. Mr. Val land igham com­ 
menced his work in this county the 
combined membership at first of these 
two charges was but 45, and that was 
during the year 1808. From that time 
until 1817 the membership 
of 
both 
churches had been increased to about 
261 persons, which was considered a 
wonderful congregation in those days. 
There was a period of four years that 
these churches was without a pastor, 
between 1817 and 1821. 
During the early part of 1821 Rev. 
William Reid was sent to look after 
the welfare of these Christian people, 
and well did he serve them. 
He re­ 
mained as pastor of this church at 
Calcutta from 1821 until 1849, a space 
of 28 years. 
There still reside in 
this 
county 


that year, Rev. Robert Hays assumed 
tho charge. 
There were then fears 
expressed that the chwrch would be 
froced to dissolve, but not so. 
The 
new pastor took hold of tho work with 
a will, and w ithin the short space of 
three and one-hall years, 
and 
with 
other churches Increasing their mem 
bershlp, the Calcutta church had rolled 
up a m em bership of 90. Tho work of 
this pastor Is only recent history to 
the older residents of Calcutta, who 
still take delight in telling of their 
old pastor's hard work to 
build 
up 
that which was thought 
was 
past 
building. 
It m ight be well to remark 
here, that children of Rev. Mr. Hays 
are now residents near and members 
of the Ik.*th el Presbyterian congrega­ 
tion. 
Following Rev. Mr. Hays the church 
was placed in the hands of Rev. David 
Robinson. 
It was in 1868 
th at 
the 
present brick church was erected at 
a cost of $6,000. 
Following Rev. Mr 
Robinson in 1861 came Rev. William 
Dixon, now located 
at 
Canfield, O. 
Then 
followed 
Rev. Robert T. Mc­ 
Mahon. 
His pastorate term inated In 
1880, and it was in the year follow­ 
ing, Rev. J. N. Swan, of St. George 
street, E ast End, took charge of the 
church, rem aining there from 1880 un­ 
til 1895. 
His work is of too recent 
date to mention, as the church was 
bandied in such a m anner that its 
fame was known through the entire 
district covered by this presbytery. 
The pastorate of the church was 
then placed in the care of Rev. A. D. 
McCullough, who Is 
now- located at 
New Cumberland, and who 
is 
well 
known to many residents cf this city. 


196 names, some of whom are resi­ 
dents of this city. 
The church is in 
a most flourishing state. 
There could he much told of the 
early struggles of this 
church, 
but 
those records have 
been destroyed, 
never to be 
replaced. 
The church 
books were in tho early days kept at 
the homo of Elder Dawson. Tho home 
of Mr. Dawson was destroyed by fire 
and the entire contents wore consumed 
by the flames. 
In the year 1817 the 
num ber 
of 
elders was increased by tho election 
of Jam es Montgomery, Perry Creigh­ 
ton and Thomas Creighton. These re­ 
mained in charge of the church for 
many years. 
Bo ends the history of tho church 
that is now over a century old. 
A beautiful little country church is 
that representing the Long’s Run Pres­ 
byterian congregation. 
The building 
ha* a commanding view of tho sur­ 
rounding country for miles, and is 
reached by five country road*—two 
from the south a n i one each from the 
north, eaat and west. There is but one 
road passing the church property, and 
to get to the church from the north 
road one has to ascend quite a steep 
hill. 
A a to the surroundings of the 
banding, a more beautiful picture of 
a rural district oould net he imagined 
by an artist of the most fertile brain. 
’Tis a picture of nature in all its glory. 
The church is built of brick, and like 
all chnrehee outside of a busy city, 
hae the appearance of recent erection, 
although It wan built in 189$. 
There is a large flagstone walk lead­ 
ing to the church, which Is laid to 
nome extent outside the old-fashioned 
fence which completely surrounds the 
building. 
There Is a small iron gate 


this little burial ground, the memory 
of whom will again be revived when 
the day of the 
centennial 
arrives. 
From the grave stones. It is a 
hard 
m atter to ascertain exactly who was 
tile first 
person to lie buried (here, 
as many of the stones have crumbled 
so much 
that the letters are 
Invlst- 
blo. 
One of tho 
earliest graves market! 
by a headstone that can lie road Is that 
of Samuel, t he lo m onths old child of 
Samuel and Isabelle Huston, who died 
May 8, 1817. Tho gravestone, while 
very old, is exceedingly well preserv­ 
ed, although tho mark of tim e Is fast 
becoming visible. 
Another old grave Is that marked by 
a stone bearing tho following; 
"In memory of Eva Rauch, who de­ 
parted tills Ufo November 
26, 
1834, 
aged 70 years.” Then appears tho fol­ 
lowing, which is quite readable: 
“Remember, friends, as you pass by, 
Aa you are now, so once was I; 
As I am now, so yon m ust be; 
Prepare for death, and follow me." 
Another stone which is very reada­ 
ble 
for Its age is that which m arks 
the grave of Samuel 
Quigley, 
who 
died April 21, 1842, at the advanced 
age of 86. 
At the age of 48 
years, 
Eleanor 
Montgomery died on May 6, 1824. An­ 
other grave that will he looked at with 
much interoat Is that of Jacob Conkle, 
who died November 3, 1843, aged 
71 
yeara. 


"In memory of Mary, wlfo of Jam es 
McCoy, who died February 28, 1845," 
reads an inscription followed by those 
Itll es:

to the interior of the church, it is neat, 
even to a degree. In 1897 it was remed­ 
ied and re-seated In modem stylo.

in the 
front of the 
building serves to keep out the cold 
air in the winter times.

This news, it was understood, came 
from the German consul. 
f onion, May 24.—The Associated 
Press has every 
reason to believe 
that peace in South Africa is praetl- j 
cully secured. 
How soon it will be 
announced depends, apparently, more 
upon the convenience of the Boer 
leaders than upon the Inclination of 
the British govern sfcnt. 
The private 
and official advices received last night 
In London from South 
Africa all 
pointed to the sam e conclusion. 
The 
delay la technical, and to end the long 
war seems to be the desire of both 
British and Boer leaders. 
The latter, 
however, are unable to convince all 
their followers of the wisdom of ac 
qulesclng to the term s of peace. 
Information as to what transpired 
at yesterday's meeting of the cabinet 
was closely guarded, but it is not 
likely that tho cabinet transactions 
were of vital Import 
There was widespread belief in the 
best informed quarters that the end 
of the war has come. 
In fact, those 
persons who are best acquainted with 
the actual details of the present nego­ 
tiations only qualified this optimistic

of 
opinion by guarded 
reservations concerning the extent of 
the personal control of the Boer lead­ 
ers over their commands. 
W ere the 
Boers a thoroughly disciplined force, 
dependent upon the action of their 
general officers, peace would prob-> 
ably have been proclaimed last night, 
but Botha, DeWet and the other gen­ 
erals seem themselves unable to posi­ 
tively guarantee the degree to which 
their example will be followed. 
The delegates at Vereeniglng, ac­ 
cording to information In possession 
of the war office, are fairly evenly 
divided. 
Consequently extreme pre­ 
cautions are exercised both in London 
and Pretoria, to prevent any prema­ 
ture action or report which might ad­ 
versely Influence the burghers. 
The most pessimistic forecast heard 
last night only admitted that a few 
Isolated hands of trreconclliables may 
be left in the field.

How soon it will bs 
announced depends, apparently, more 
upon the convenience of the Hoer 
leaders than upon the inclination of

Tho private 
and official advices received last night 
In london from South 
Africa all 
pointed to the same conclusion. 
The 
delay is technical, and to end the long 
war seems to be the desire of both 
B ritish and Boer leaders. 
The latter, 
however, are unable to convince all 
their followers of the wisdom of ac 
quiescing to the term s of peace. 
Informatlom as to what transpired 
at yesterday's meeting of the cabinet 
was clos sly guarded, but it is not 
likely that the cabinet transactions 
were of vital Im port 
There was widespread belief In the 
best Informed quarters that the end 
of the war has rome. 
In fact, those 
persons who are best acquainted with 
the actual details of the present nego­ 
tiations only qualified this optimistic 
expression 
of 
opinion by guarded 
reservations concerning the extent of 
the personal control of the Boer lead­ 
ers over their commands. 
W ere the 
Boers a thoroughly disciplined force, 
dependent upon the action of their 
general officers, peace would prob^ 
ably have been proclaimed last night, 
but Botha, DeWet and the other gen­ 
erals seem themselves unable to posi­ 
tively guarantee the degree to which 
their example will be folkiwed. 
The delegates at Vereenlging, ac­ 
cording to information in possession 
of the war office, are fairly evenly 
divided. 
Consequently extrem e pre­ 
cautions are exercised both in London 
and Pretoria, to prevent any prem a­ 
ture action or report which might ad 
versely influence the burghers. 
The most pessimistic forecast heard 
last night only admitted that a few 
Isolated bands of Irreconciliablea may 
be left in the field.

Grand Rapids, N. D., moved to strike 
out a part of the report in w hich card 
parties on Sunday axe 
condemned. 
“It would convey the idea that the 
general assembly of this church ap 
proves of card parties on other days 
of the 
week," said Mr. Cartotkers. 
The amendm ent was accepted. 
Report on Church Erection. 
The report of the standing com­ 
m ittee on church erection was next 
oalled up.

ducted by the Rev. Dr. S. Hall Young. 
of Alaska, who, with ethos speakers. 
made grateful reference to the ac­ 
complishment of creed revision. 
During the consideration of the re­ 
port of the special committee on Sab 
bath observance, 
H. 
Caruthers, 
of 
Grand Rapids, N. D., moved to strike 
out a part of the report in w hich card 
parties on Sunday are 
condemned. 
"It would convey the idea that the 
general assembly of this church ap 
proves of card parties on other days 
of tho 
week.” said Mr. Cartothers. 
The amendment was accepted. 
Report on Church Erection. 
The report of the standing com­ 
mittee on church erection was next 
Galled up. 
The report was presented 
by the chairman, the Rev. Dr. Arthur 
C. McMillan, of this city. 
The board commenced 
the 
year 
with $193,275 and spent $205,269. The 
board begins the coming year with 
an empty treasury and only contribu­ 
tions received after the annual report 
had been completed enabled it to re­ 
port no debt. 
Two hundred and fifty- 
nine churches were aided during the 
year to erect new struotures. 
The report, with ita recommenda 
tions, was adopted. 
The Rev. Dr. Hubball, of the New 
York Sabbath committee, was then 
introduced and briefly described the 
work of that organization.

Majority Report Adopted. 
The minority report was read by 
Dr. Sample. 
It advocated the estab­ 
lishment of a central bureau to bring 
vacant churches and unattached pas­ 
tors together. 
The majority report 
advised that nothing so radical be 
undertaken.

The committee on bills and over­

pal church and with similar commit 
tees that may he appointed by othei

divorce and re-marriage, and so to 
affect public opinion 
that

legislation may be enacted 
by

state that will conserve the family in 
stitution and preserve the sanctity of 
the marriage bond. 
“Second—Relative to that part cf 
the overtures, from the Presbyterians 
of Washington and Baltimore, which

Over IOO wen are either dead or im­ 
prisoned ii) the mine, and little hope 
is entertained of rescuing any who 
may yet be alive. 
Fernie is 300 miles 
up country and th© limited telegraph 
facilities have not enabled complete 
details of the disaster to be sent out. 
A special last night from Fernie, 
in part, says that the explosion took 
place Thursday night at 7:30. 
The 
management has a list of 133 men 
who are known to have been in the 
mine and there were probably others 
Of these only 24 are known to be 
safe. 
It is feared that few. if any, of 
the remaining 109 are now alive. 
What caused the explosion had not 
I 
yet been definitely ascertained. Many 
of the miners were ignorant foreign 
ers and one of the mine shafts was 
alwa>^ more or less gaseous.

reported in Fernio last evening that 
the explosion resulted from the use 
by a careless Italian of an open or 
naked lamp.

H e w as noted 
for

prom ptness, fulfilling every

church,

W hen Rev, Mr. V allandigham com ­ 
m enced his w ork in th is county the 
com bined m em bership a t first of those 
two charges was b u t 45, and th a t was 
during the year 1808.

261 persons, which w as considered a 
w onderful congregation in those days.

The suspension of hostili­ 
ties might be announced at any hour. 
This news, it wan understood, came 
from the German consul. 
1 oDdon, Alay 24.—Tho Associated 
Press has every 
reason to bedevil 
th a t peace in South Africa is prat ti 
rally secured. 
How soon it will be 
announced depends, apparently, more 
upon 
the convenience of Lie Boer 
leaders than upon the inclination of 
the British govern ✓ nt. 
The private 
and official advices received last night 
in 
lo n d o n from South 
Africa all 
pointed to t he sam e conclusion. 
The 
delay is technical, and to end the long 
war seems to be th e desire of both 
British and Boer b iders. 
The latter, 
however, arc unable to convince all 
their followers of the wisdom of ac 
qulescing to the term s of peace. 
Inform atloa as to what transpired 
at yesterday's meeting of the cabinet 
was closely guarded, but it is not 
likely th at the cabinet transactions 
were of vital Import. 
There was widespread belief in the 
best informed quarters that the end 
of the war has come.

The most pessimistic forecast heard 
last night only admitted that a few 
isolated hands of Irreconclllablea may 
be left in the field. 
A member of the house of com 
mons, who is in close touch with the 
government, said to a representative 
of the Associated Press last night 
that he believed everything was set- 
tl.*d and that the British term s would 
be found unexpectedly liberal.
